INTRODUCTION 


OUR  gardens  are  situated  on  a  paved 
highway  ten  miles  south  of  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  on  the  Oregon  City  car 
line,  two  blocks  east  of  the  East  side 
Pacific  Highway  (River  road)  at  Hull 
Avenue  station.  We  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  since  1915,  and  have  been  grad¬ 
ually  building  up  a  fine  collection  of  rock 
plants  and  iris.  Beside  the  commoner 
varieties,  we  have  many  rare  and  in¬ 
teresting  rock  plants,  and  our  collection 
of  tall  bearded  iris  is  unusually  complete. 
We  have  the  largest  collection  of  dwarf 
bearded  iris  in  the  west,  besides  a  very 
large  number  of  Japanese  and  other 
beardless  iris.  Our  search  for  iris  species 
has  been  so  well  rewarded  that  we  can 
list  a  number  of  varieties  which  are  but 
rarely  catalogued. 

No  catalogue,  however  complete,  can 
adequately  picture  rock  plants  and  iris 
as  they  really  are;  and  we  should  be  very 
happy  to  have  anyone  interested  in 
alpines  and  iris  visit  us  during  the 
blooming  season.  In  our  trial  plots  we 
are  experimenting  with  a  number  of  new 
alpines  not  included  in  our  catalogue, 
which  we  feel  sure  will  be  of  interest  to 
enthusiastic  rock  gardeners.  This  in¬ 
cludes  a  collection  of  New  Zealand 
alpines,  sent  us  by  a  correspondent  in 
New  Zealand,  many  of  which  have  never 
been  catalogued.

Acaena  Glauca.  Dwarf  trailing  evergreens,  foliage 
of  a  bluish  hue;  close  spiny  heads  of  flowers.  Fine  for 
carpeting.

Achillea  Argentea.  Rosettes  of  silver  gray  foliage. 
White  flowers.
